PPER MISSISSIPPI VALLEY - 
STORM TAKES LIFE TOLL 


Twelve or More Deaths, 
of Several Millions Caused in 
Illinois, lowa, Nebraska — 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

CHICAGO, June 28.—Twelve or more deaths are believed 
to have resulted from a severe wind and electrical storm that 
swept the upper Mississippi Valley today. Scores were injured, 
many seriously, and property damage of several million dollars 


has been reported. The storm was most violent at Peoria, Il. 
From that vicinity ten deaths have been reported while news 


has been brought from Fort Dodge, Iowa, despite the utter 
collapse of wires, of three fatalities there. 


Other cities and towns report- 
ing heavy damage and many per- 
sons injured include Des Moines, 
lowa; Neb., and Galesburg, 
Monmouth and Oquawaka, Iii. 
Train service throughout the af- 
fected area has been brought to 
a standetill. 

Monmouth was faced with « 
new menace tonight as a result 
of the storm. Heavy rains havi 
c the sewer system and 
sewer water has Gowed inte the 
city’s deep wells and ponsibly con- 
a the drinking water sup- 
ply. 

BRIDGES WASHED OUT 

The Desplaines River reached 
the highest stage in iis history, 
several bridges being washed out 
by the flood waters. - 

The storm, sweeping eastward, 
struck in Ohio, 

hose known to have been 
killed in the Peoria area are: 

Bert Knoyle, 30 years of age, 
Chandlerville, drowned when 
blown from boat into Illinois 
River. 

Mrs. Regina Frank, 32, Clover- 
dale, swept from wrecked home 
into field 100 feet away, died from 
injuries, 

rs. Carrie Humison, 30, and 
her child, 6. drowned when their 
houseboat capsized. Mr. Humison 
escaped by swimming ashore. 

The tornado, sweeping along the 
Illinois River at and below Peorta, 
sank numerous houseboats and 
wrecked several warchouses along 
the east bank. Three deaths from 
drownmsg in Tazewell county have 
been reported. 
. The wind hit Peoria with the 
force of an explosion after on hour 
of a vivid and terrific electrical 
display. The storm waa the worst 
in the city’s history, according to 
M. Il. Fuller, government weather 
observer. The wind reached a 
velocity of sixty-two miles an hour 
and came from three directions. 
The roof of the government weath- 
er bureau station was seriously 
Gamaged by falling trees that lLit- 
erally covered it. It had been re- 

orted earlier that the roof was 

lown away. 

Hundreds of houses were wun- 
roofed, many of them collapsing. 
Huge trees were uprooted, win- 
dows blown in, wires brought 
down and streets and basements 
flooded. Witnesses told of auto- 
mobiles being lifted from the 
pavement and heing carried onto 
sidewalks. 


PATH TWO MILES WIDE 


The tornado’s path over Peoria 
was appreximately two miles wide 
and passed over East Peoria. to 
Cloverdale, Wasnington and Mor- 
ton. No word had been received 
from Morton early tonight and it 
was said that many persons may 
have been killed and injured there. 
The roada from Peoria to Morton 
are almost impassable. Physicians 
and nurses having been dispatched 
to that village on horseback. 

At Monmouth, IIL. 600 trees were 
blown down. All telephone wires 
from that town have been torn 
down. Two tnches of rain fell in 
an hour, flooding the streets. 

Train No. 10 on the Santa Fe 
Rallroad reported lost near Gales- 
burg was delayed by a wash- 
out near Knox Station and tonight 
was slowly making ite way to Chi- 
cago over the tracka of another 
line. Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific trains are being held up by 
scores of washouts one at Grin- 
nell, Iowa, being a mile and a 
half long. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Pau! line encountered simi- 
lar difficulties at Tama, Iowa, as 
did the Illinois Central at points 
between Cherokee and Fort Dodge, 
in lowa. 

Neither the steam ratiroads nor 
electric Iines were attempting to- 
night to operate trains out of 
Peoria because of washouts and 
the disturbed wire situation. A

One of the first eyewitness stories 
of the cyclone to reach Cleveland 
was brought back by L. F. Forester 
of Bay Village. He was in lLa- 
rain within a few minutes after 
the cyclone struck and he walked 
over several blocks of thé devas- 
tated area, saw wunroofed bulld- 
ings, fallen trees and telephone 
poles, heard screame of some of the 
injured, and afterwards saw refu- 
gees fleeing the city. 

“My wife and I, and a party of 
friends were driving toward Le- 
rain,” he said. “Tt must have been 


about 6:30 when the storm etruck. 
We were about three or four miles 
east of the city, and a heavy rain 
was falling.

Through the co-operation of ice 
companies of Los Angeles with the 
Municipal Bureau of Light and 
Power, the power shortage is to 
be brought directly to the atten- 
tion of electricity consumers by 
the men who deliver ice into the 
160,000 homes of Lws Angeles, it 
was announced yesterday. At each 
home strict economy in the use 
of electricity ‘will be urged. 

It was aiso announced by the 
municipal bureau that desbite the 
co-operation shown by the major- 
ity of their consumers in the 26 
per cent curtailment program out- 
lined by the State Rallroad Com- 
mission, some consumers have 
continued to draw on all the pow- 
er available. 

Beginning tomorrow the bureau 
deciares it will take drastic ac- 
tion against these offenders by pen- 
alizing them through completely 


| 


shutting off power for arbitrarily 
chosen pertods. 

According to the bureau's state- 
ment use of municipal power has 
reduced 10 per cent up to last 
night. By means of this reduc- 
tion 22 per cent less power is be- 
ing taken from the Edison lines 
which supply a portion of the city 
power. 

The municipal bureau also de- 
clares it has increased production 
in its own piants neatly 40 per 
cent of its capacity | during 
recent months. 

Supervisor Guillou announced 
yesterday that H. G. Butier, who 
has been s«ppointed permanent 
power supervisor by the Railroad 
Commission for the duration of the 
temporary shortage, will arrive in 
Los Angeles tomorrow to take ac- 
tive charge of the work. Mr. But- 
ler, a San Francisco consulting en- 
gineer and former chief engineer 
of the Railroad Coinmission, was 
power supervisor during the short- 
age periods of 1918 and 1920. 

The Music and Radio Dealers’ 
Association notified Mr. Guillou 
yesterday that a letter has been 
sent out to all members of the or- 
ganization requesting a patriotic 
observance of tho supervisor's 
rules of curtailment in order to 
avert a serious situation in the fu- 
ture. The letter requests that all

crutches, made himself heard above 
the riot and shouted: 

“We have now proceeded to the 
morning of the Sabbath Day. 
move that the convention adjourn 
until 9:30 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing.” There was a rolling chorus 
of ayes and a rolling chorus of 
noes, but Chairman Walsh, evident- 
ly exhausted, brought down the 
gavel with a wallop and declared 
the motion to adjourn carried. The 
convention piled out into the 
streets in the same disorder which 
has characterized ten hours of con- 
tinuous session. 

Plunging into the Klan issue, the 
convention heard a two-hour de- 
bate ending in a speech by Wil- 
Ham Jennings Bryan which was in- 
terrupted by “boos” from the gal- 
leries, but applauded by the dele- 
gates in tribute to the fighting 
qualities of its three-time candi- 
date for the Presidency. The Kian 
lasue came to a vote of question 
of ye place of the religious 
liberty plank espoused by Mr. 

an open condemnation of 
the Klan by name. 

Much confusion attended the 
taking of the vote from the start 
and when it was perceived as the 
end of the roll call was n 
that the result might hinge on «4 
few votes, the result from State 
after State was challenged.

The only 
difference between the minority 
and the majority is whether the 
national convention shall stigma- 
tize the Kian by name as being 
guilty of interfering with relig- 
fous liberty and with the political 
rights of their fellow-citizsens, 


NOT FOR LAWLESSNESS 


“Make no mistake about the is- 
sue; there isn't anybody anywhere 
in American in any responsible 
position that would defend any or- 
ganization, Ku Klux or not, in 
violating the principles of the Con- 
stitution, or disregarding the law- 
ful rights of their fellow -citigens. 

“Il assume it is true that mem- 
bers wearing the mask and indulg- 
ing In midnight frolics with their 
nightrobes on have been guilty of 
depredations and that sometimes 
the vilest and basest of criminals 
have worn the mask to indulge 
themselves in some criminal act. 
That is probably true. It is also 
true that there are other lunatics 
in the country, who don't wear this 
shroud. It is aiso true that there 
are other criminals in the country 
who do not wear this hood. I have 
been amazed to see this contro- 
versy between Democrats as to 
what is wise party policy, repre- 
sented by the preas as being a de- 
feat or a victory for the Ku Klux 
Klan. It is neither one ner the 
other.

“Where is he willing? On the 
Platform of this convention in 
New York.

Every man on 
that committee approached the 
subject with the desire to do what 
was right and ‘we all agreed that 
something had to go into the plat- 
form on this situation. The prin- 
sees difference of thought was 
whether the platform would be ab- 
solutely frank or not. 
unwise to name the Kian, it is 
unwise to put something in the 
platform that means the Klan. 
There is something more here than 
the mere name. There has crept 
into American life so strong an 
influence in certain States that cer- 
tain Senators told me last night 
if they opposed the Kian they 
could not be re-elected. There 
has crept Into the life of the Unit- 
ed States an influence so _ stron 
that it needs examination. And. 
when we find it approaching the 
principles of religious freedom, it 
is proper that some great party 
should stand for the things that 
we all believe in.

LOSSES IN 
EPIDEMIC 
ANNOUNCED 


Cost of Cattle Plague 
Falls Heaviest on Three 
California Counties 

An official report. issued at the 
close of the week, shows that the 
hoof-and-mouth epidemic, up te 
May 30, cost California $3,109 
head of stock, representing with 
property, a moetary loss of $3,732.- 
406.41. 

The report shows that 587 herds 
were destroyed listed as follows: 
Cattle, 47,073; swine, 20,465; sheep, 
24,964; goats, 607. 

Of this total, a large portion was 
in three counties, the heaviest 
monetary loss being in Los Ange- 
les, Merced and Cntra Costa coun- 
ties; Madera county had quite a 
heavy loss in animals, but largely 
in sheep, hence the money loss was 
much less. 

The greatest losses in the coun- 
ties listed are in the order named 
below: 

Los Angeles—Herds, 194; Cattle, 
10.045; swine, 1887; sheep, 
goats, 218; total, 18,150; appraised 
value, $1,350,943.07. 

Merced—Herds, 121; cattle, 18,- 
312; swine, 1995; sheep, 10,505; 
goats, 50; total, 39,962; appraised 
value, $1,034,409.65. 

Contra Costa—Herds, 353; cat- 
tle, 6817: swine, 3218: sheep 42; 
goats, 154; total, 10,294; appraised 
value, $445,677.87. 

From May 31 to and including 
June 24, 1924, additional cases of 
the disease have been reported in 
Los Angeles county as follows: 

Herds, 24; cattle, 1240; eswine, 
112: sheep, 13; goats, 140; total, 
1492; appraisal not in. 

A very few cases of minor im- 
portance have developed in some 
of the Central California counties, 
but have not been reported to this 
office. 

Comparing the ravages of the 
disease in California with those in 
Great Britain, figures quoted show 
that over there 103,775 animals 
valued at $14,366,000 have been 
destroyed, indicating that other 
countries areeawake to the fact 
that the slaughter method is the 
only ‘safeguard against the disease.

Present at the reorganization 
ceremonies as the guest of honor 
will be Maj.-Gen. William A. 
Kobbe, U.S.A., retired, who com- 
manded a battalion of the Third 
Artillery at the capture of Manila 
1.. 1898. Gen. Kobbe, the last com- 
manding officer of the regiment, 
served thirty-two years with the 
organization. Later. organized as 
infantry, Gen. Kobbe’s battalion 
rendered conspicuous service in 
the Philippine insurrection.

crop experts say that in all their 
experience they do not recall any 


crop having such an unfavorable 
outlook at this time of the year. 

Corn acreage this year showed 
a good increase due to prevailing 
high prices. But even with the 
larger acreage it is extremely im- 
probable that the final production 
figures will equal those . of 192% 
(3,054.395,000 -bushels.) In fact. 
it is believed that the July gov- 
ernment estimate may show a 
probable crop of around 2,900,- 
000,000. This estimate will be 
based on an average condition be- 
tween July 25 and July 30, and 
will doubtless catch the crop at 
about the lowest level. 

With earlier prospects of 
larger supplies and carry over at 
high prices the eastern demand 
usually urgent during the spring 
months was exceedingly dull this 
year, and exporters could not com- 
pete with the Argentine to any 
extent. Corn stocks, particularly 
at Chicago, atcumulated at a 
much faster rate this year than 
last. The visible supply as of 
week ending June 21, was 10.- 
504,000 compared with 3,165,000 
last year. Chicago stocks were 
4.209.000 bushels this year com- 


the previous year. Cash demand 
in the southwest and northwest 
picked up sooner. than Chicago 
with the result that all the ac- 
cumulations at terminals, except- 
ing Chicago, have melted away. 
Chicago stocks are tightly held 
with the near-by future and cash 
article selling at «approximately 
10 cents higher than a year ago. 


ELEVATOR STOCKS LOW 
Country elevator stocks are 
practically nil. There should be. 
however, fairly liberal supplies of 
corn on the farms for the reason 
that the live-stock population is 
considerably smaller and great 
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economies have been practiced in 


|feeding. Where it is possible 
| most farmems are feeding live 
| stock a substitetion of other 
| grains and feeds. Farmers do 
|mot sell corn on a rising market. 
| At the present time receipts at 
‘all markets are smaller than the 


actual industria! day-to-day re- 


(quirements and the only recourse 
| been to draw on stocks in 
store. 


The farmers. especially in sec- 
tions specializing in live stock. 
dare not sell their old corn until 
they are assured they will have a 
new crop. Further, the backward 
plant will now require intensive 
cultivation to keep down weeds 
which at this time in many sec- 
tions are as high as the corn. This 
will take up all the time the farm- 
ers can possibly spare so that 
they will have little opportunity 
to hau! corn to loading stations 
even though they desired. 

Live-stock growers are in a 
precarious position right now due 
to the advance in corn. Hogs are 
selling at relatively low prices 
and it is impossible to feed profit- 
ably at the present level of corn 
prices. 

A change to clear. warm 
weather in the next few days 
would bring about a great im- 
provement in the corn situation 
but it is doubtful whether the 
farmers will receive such help 
from Mother Nature. Unsettled 
weather and rain is the general 
prediction for the corn belt area 
and they are getting it. Iowa, 
Indiana and Nebraska are suffer- 
ing greatly from heavy rains. In 
many sections of these States 
corn has been replanted as many 
as four times. 


INDUSTRIAL USE 

One point in connection with 
the corn situation which apparent- 
ly receives little attention is the 
growing industrial use for corn. 
The manufacture of sugar, starch 
and oil from the yellow cereal is 
increasing each year. 

Argentina fe now offering 
Plate corn at both the Pacific 
and Atlantic seaboards at a 
lower price than the American 
variety at these points after pay- 
ing a 15 cent duty. Argentina has 
a visible corn supply which if not 
the largest on record, is close to 
it, and she has a new crop com- 
ing on which promises to es- 
tablish a new record for size. 
However, Argentine corn is of a 
variety that the United States is 
not familiar with. Plate corn 
does not contain as much oil or 
starch as the American variety and 
does not answer the purpose as 
well either for feeding or indus- 
trial uses. It has an advantage 
over American corn for export to 
Europe, however, due to its su- 
perior keeping qualities. 


The domestic consumption of : 


corn is around 3,000,000,000 
bushels yearly. Should the gov- 
ernment estimate of the corn 
crop be much below that figure 
the reaction will undoubtedly be 
refiected in much higher prices.

He believed in the ulti- 
mate victory of Serbia in the war 
which had broken out and rejoiced

But Princip 
gtuck to his story that he alone was 
responsibie for his deed and he teld 
hie accusers he was proud of it

“Tt was I, a patriot in rebellion at 
the tyranny of my people's oppres- 
sors.” 


The records of the trial were fal- 
sified by the Austrians. But the 
words whicb filtered to the rest of 
us in jail made it certain Princip’s 
defense speech was the most dar- 
ing arraignment of the tyrant, one 
which would constitute a tremen- 
dous document of denunciation of 
Austrian outrages in the so-called 
pacification of subject people, Prin- 
cip knew that history by heart. 

His sentence Was twenty years 
imprisonment at hard iabor. The 
death sentence being {inapplicable 
because he was e@ minor t the 
sentence only meant a prolonged 
and tormented death. 

He did net quail. He started to 
serve it at Sarajevo, but in the 

spring of 1915 a Serbian attack 
brought the troops of his beloved 
people to within thirty kilometers 
of Sarajevo.

“There ig no need to carry me 
te another prison,” he said.

Princip’s fellow-conspirators had 
been sentenced by thig time. Three 
were hanged. The rest, on account 
of their youth, were sefitenced to 
life imprisonment. But so closely 
had they guarded the secrets of our 
organization that | was released 
for lack of evidence. I wag in- 
terned for the rest of the War in 
Sarajevo, as an Austrian subject 
suspected of being a traitor. 

Princip was carried to There- 
sienstadt in Bohemia. He was con- 
fined in a subterranean cell, low, 
dark, and damp, in an ancient for- 
tress. Here to increase his suffer- 
ings, the Austrians kept him in- 
formed of each vance of their 
troops into Serbian territory, and 
particularly of the catastrophe to 
Serbian arms in 1815 and the ter- 
rible retreat of the Serbian army 
through Albania to the sea.

MUMMY WHEAT A FRAUD 

It develops that “mummy wheat” 
is a great imposition. People of 
the Orient are adept at petty fraud 
of one kind or another, especially 
where tourists are concerned. Not 
so long ago- one of them conceived 
the idea of selling a handful of 
wheat at a fabulous price on the 
assertion that it has been taken 
from an ancient tomb ana was 
accordingly many thousand years 
old. The credulous purchaser 
takes it home, plants it and sees) 
it sprout and is entirely satisfied. 
One of these fakers er 
himself when he undertook to dis- 
pose of maize in this manner to a 
scientist who knew that maize was 
imported from America and the 
imposition was apparent. Numer- 
ous experiments with wheat seeds 
of authentic antiquity, conducted 
by such Egyptologists as Unger, 
show that their vitality is lost in 
a few years. Certain seeds, if well 
guarded from moisture, are alive 
after ten years; even after twen- 
ty years the protoplasm of a few 
may retain the power of augment- 
ing its volume by absorption of 
moisture, and may develop defi- 
nite form, but is soon disintegrated 
by the influx of air and water.

HERE, THERE AND 
EVERYWHERE

“Shall the Bureau of Indian Af- 


fairs be allowed to persecute the 
religions of the American Indian? 
In this land of religious li 
have not the Indians as mu 
right as any other people to wor- 
ship in their own way Shall an 
inquisition be established ?”’ 

These are questions asked 
the General Federation Wom- 
en's Clubs by C. F. Lammis, sal- 
vager of Spanish missions, author- 
ity on history of the Southwest 
and special Indian welfare agent 
under President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Lammis charges that the 
bureau ig destroying Indian civ- 
llization. He declares that a paid 
lobby of the bureau attended the 
June Diennial in Southern Califor- 
nia and that ite members had been 
ordered to use “a careful propa- 
ganda to educate public opinion 
against the Indian's religious 
dance.” 

“Their job depends upon their 
seal in spreading a propaganda 
which they ag Aye stupid enough 
to believe to true,” says r. 
“but which is, in fact, 
grotesquely, ignorantly and infa- 
mously untrue. 

“An army of 6600 o holders 
is now living on the Indian, but 
not for him. An official power now 
Geals with hundreds of millions 
of dollars of Indian property held 
in virtualy irresponsible trustee- 
ship. There has recently ‘been 
made an attack on Taos and on 
Zuni—which is simply an entering 
wedge of a campaign to destroy 
the whele Pueblo system and drag 
from under the feet of the Indians 
the last acre of their lands. You 
women in your recent fight have 
beaten effort at legislative 
confiscat‘on of these lands. But 
kill the Pueblo religions and the 
tribe is killed. This the bureau 
knows through the’ history of a 
hundred Indian tribes. I have re- 
ceived from Secretary Work a let- 
ter in which he says: ‘No order 
has‘ been issued prohibiting the 
instruction of Indian children in 
tribal rites and ceremonies.’ If 
Secretary Work does not know bet- 
ter he should make the acquaint- 
ance of his office, for I have in my 
hand such an order written by 
Commissioner Burke. The fact re- 
maine that an attempt is being 
made to deprive the Pueblo In- 
dians of their consfitutional rights 
of freedom and of religious wor- 
ship. So TIT ask you, women of 
America and of the genera] fed- 
eration, to throw your mighty tn- 
fluence to save them from this 
agony and outrage from a blind 
political bureaucracy.” Mr. Lam- 
mis’e charges are such that wom- 
en's clubs are earnestly investi- 
gating them and pledging their ald 
in securing for Poor Lo the right 
to worship God tn his own way.

Real Estate Board Society 
Backs By-Law 


of Proper Use 


Body Requested 


Rigid enforcement of the exclu- 
sive right of one real estate board 
in each city to use the word “Real- 
tor,” is emphasized in a provision 
of the by-laws of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards, 
according to a letter sent to the 
Los Angeles Realty Board  iast 
week from the headquarters of the 
association in Chicago. 

The provision of the by-laws 
gives each board jurisdiction over 
the use of the term “Realtor” in its 
own territory. It is designed to 
prevent evasion of board discipline 
by persons who might carry on 
business in a city distant from that 
of the real estate board in which

CODE ADOPTION 


Every real estate board belonging 
to the national association must 
adopt the revised code of business 
ethics as part of its own rules and 
regulations, under a provision of 
the by-laws of the association 
adopted April 4. last. Resolutions 
passed by the full membership of 
the association at the recent 
Washington convention recom- 
mend to constituent boards the ut- 
most vigilance in maintaining and 
enforcing the code. Any member 
board neglecting or refusing to en- 
force the code with respect to the 
business activities of ite constituent 
members may, after due notice 
and hearing. be expelled by the 
directors from membership in the 
association.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Mid- 
afternoon in @ tanktown on 
main-line railroad. A vague rest- 
lessness permeates the place even 
as a Vagrant breeze might stir the 
maple and elms that line Main 
street. Women folks lay aside 
household duties and step out on 
verandas, call greetings to neigh- 
bora, and then move down paths 
or across lawns, improvising sun- 
shades out of aprons as they cross 
sunny spots, to gather in groups of 
twos and threes and exchange idle 
comment and gossip.

Savages Continued Attack 
for Five Days 


(EXcLOsIVE DISPATCH) 
SPEARMAN (Tex.) June 28.— 
At the historic ruins of Adobe 
Wallis, fifteen miles south of here, 
@ great throng of people during the 
past two days have been celebrat- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of the 
momentous battle which «a little 
band of white men had with a 
borde of Indians. In automobiles, 
covered wagons and on horseback 
hundreds of men, women and chil- 
dren trooped into the one-time vi)l- 
lage of buffalo hunters, while other 
hundreds came to the end of ‘the 
railroad at Spearman and got to 
the historic spot as best they could. 
beeves were 
barbecued and a program of ex- 
ercises, consisting of speeches and 
was carried out. 
chief feature of the celebra- 
tion was the unvelling of a monu- 
ment dedicated to the memory of 
the brave men who participated in 
the sanguinary 
days before the celebration David 
Strib surveyor, made a trip to 
Adobe Walis and measured the dis- 
tance from the Wallis to the spot 
where the Indian fell when Billy 
Dizon made the long and deciding 
shot of the siege, June 27, 1874. 
The distance measured 1028 yards, 
and the spot was marked with © 
cedar post and a flag, so that they 
may be plainly seen from the bat- 
tle ground. Later a concrete 
with a suitable engraving be 
erected. 


It was in June, 1874, that the 
battle of Adobe Walis took piace. 
With the odds overwhelmingly in 
favor of the 700 Indians on one side 
and the little band of twenty-eight 
white men on the other, the suc- 
ceasful defense of the iatter 
marked one of the greatest vic- 
tories in the history of Indian 
warfare. The battle of Adobe 
Wallis has been called the turning 

int in the struggle for the great 

uth west. 

Fifty years ago Adobe Wallis was 
the only white settlement between 
Dodge City, Kan., and Santa Fe, 
N.M. It is located on the Canadian 
River about 100 miles northeast of 
Amarillo. 

TRIBES IN ALLIANCE 

Indian depredations and mas- 
sacres had occurred with alarm- 
ing frequency all during the spring 
of 1874. The Kiowas, Arapahoes, 
Cheyennes and Comanches had 
formed an alliance fof the purpose 
of destroying frontier settlements 
and stopping the advance of the 
whites inte the buffalo territory. 

At the time of the battle of 
Adobe Wallis the normal popula- 
tion of the place was about twelve, 
but this number had been in- 
creased to twenty-eight in antic- 
ipation of a big buffalo hunt. Dis- 
cussing plans for the next day's 
hunt, the men not retired 
until one o'clock in the morning. 


DIXON GIVES ALARM

those days, went down to the 


west to east will be almost three| Creek at dawn to get his pony. 


As he reached the creek he saw 
what appeared to be an army of 
Indians in silhouette against the 
sunrise. The red men were com- 
ing at a gallop. As soon as they 
saw that they were discovered 
their ponies at top speed. 
Dixon fired and dashed for the 
stockade to give the alarm. 

It was the usual custom of the 
Indians when making such an at- 
tack to circle the buildings, kill 
any men who happened to 
outside, drive off the live stock, 
then take their departure, and it 
was supposed that they would fol- 
low these tactics. It was soon ap- 
parent, however, that this was not 
their plan on this occasion. Ex- 
pecting to find the white ‘men 
asleep the Indians were so enraged 
at being repulsed that after fight- 
ing for twelve hours they laid siege 
to the stockade, which they. con- 
tinued for five*days. They broke 
every pane of glass in the windows 
and hammered the doors with the 
butts of their rifles. All of the 
horses belonging te the hunters 
were killed, thus depriving the 
men of any chance o 
that means...

They were killed 
and scalped at the beginning of 
the fight. 


The defenders of the walls had’ 


been divided into three parties tn 
separate buildings. Those in the 
saloon had little ammuniton, which 
was soon exhausted. When they 
found themselves out of ammuhi- 
tion Dixon and Hanrahan made a 
dash for Rath and Wright's store 
for more cartridges. They brought 
back enough to supply the big 
“fifties” for the remainder of the 
siege. There were so few white 
men against so any Indians that 
they dared sleep. It was 
only at night that they could move 
freely from one building to anoth- 
er, and then only with the utmost 
stealth and caution. Day after 
day the plainsmen k their faces 
giued to the loopholes, watching 
for any moving object that might 
be an Indian. . So deadly was ‘the 
fire poured through the loopoles 
and windows of the three build- 
ings that the Indians were driven 
out of the stockade temporarily 
and the hunters had time to at- 
tend to the wounded and make 
plans for the defense.

ODD TIME RECORDER 


‘FAMILIAR TO INDIANS |¢ 


A eort of primitive sundial was 
sometimes set up by a Bellacoola 


Indian traveler to record, for the 
benefit of those following him, the 
time which had elapsed since he 
had ieft. This was used only 
where one followed another, not 
as a true sundial to tell the time 
of day. The Carrier Indians and 
the Chiicotin Indians also used it. 

This time recorder consisted of 
a twig made into a circular hoop 
about six inches in diameter, by 
twisting the ends together, and 


fastened’ firmly to a slanting 
stick stuck up tin the smooth 
earth. The Bellacoola, who  s0 


commonly traveled up and down 
the Bellacoola River, frequently 
put one of these upon the sandy 
river beach. The more or less 
circular shadow of the hoop was 
marked in the soil, and the dis- 
tance that it had traveled from 
the mark indicated how long the 
recorder had been standing. 

If the one following was tray- 
eling in a river cance and saw 
the shadow was near the mark, his 
canoe party might pole hard in an 
effort to catch up, but ff the shad- 
ow were far away he knew that 
it was probably useless to to 
overtake the one ahead.—([Ex- 
change.

The Briceburg Camp and the 
| Yosemite road project are among 
the best illustrations of the value 
of State prisoners in road building, 
according to Bupt. Albertson. 
“Btatistics show that the labor 
turnover on roads constructed with 
free labor is about 60 per cent,” 
he commented. “Our turnover 
each month on the Yosemite proj- 
ect is only about 7 per cent and 
| most of that is due to the 
roling of convicts to re-enter civil 


lite. 

“We pay each of the convicts 
$2.10 per day and out of that 
each must pay all of his expenses. | 
These expenses include pro 
rata share of running the camp, 
which means the cost of food, 
guards and everything incident to 
the operation. They also inciude 
his clothing and the expense of 
recapturing any man who runs 
away from the camp. The State 
law allows him to receive all the 
money saved out of his $2,109, pro- 
vided each convict .does not net 
more than 75 cents per day. 


NO AUTERNATIVE 

“Now here is the point. Our 
regulations: provide that any man 
whose expenditures exceed his in- 
come at the end of ninety days 
shall be returned to prison. If he 
feigns sickness, his income stops 
but his overhead goes on. There- 
fore, we never have anybody lhy- 
ing off except for absolute ne- 
ceasity and the amount of work 
accomplished is far greater than 
ordinarily would be. 

“The men in the  Briceburg 
Camp, as in all camps, are those 
who have asked for the privilege 
of working on the roads instead 
of remaining in prison « who 
have demonstrated by their good 
behavior that they are worthy of 
the trust and responsibility. Not 
one of them would go back to the 
prison of his own free will and 
accord. After work, they ewim in 
the river or fish for trout. On cer- 
tain nights they give entertain- 
ments.

In my travels I have ebeerved that car owners li 
tainous sections of hilly cities know more about brakes than the fellow 
who drives over prairie roads all the time. But good brakes are es- 
sential to safety everywhere, to keep out of the other fellows way.

It is interesting and pitiful to 
note that a final check-up of 
my - letters, extending over a 
period of more than twelve 
months, shows an overwhelm- 
ing percentage of children who 
are many of them facing some 
serious trial or. trouble. Over 
60 per cent may be listed: as 
youngsters who complain of 
unhappy surroundings, while 
the other 40 per cent are nor- 
mal, happy children. Even 
among these a common com- 
plaint arises frequently—they 
do not like school because their 
companions are rude, snobbish 
or downright mean.

AST week we discussed some phases 
of baby’s nursing problem. In this is- 
sue artificial feeding will be presented. 

By artificial infant's food is meant ev- 
ery kind of food excepting the baby’s own 
mother’s milk. 

Unfortunately, we are faced with a con- 
dition where over 50 per cent of all moth- 
ers in this country cannot or do not nurse 
their children. For the mothers who never 
start to nurse their children and for those, 
who, having started, find their milk sup- 
ply insufficient, artificial feeding consti- 
tutes a genuine problem. Let me empha- 
size here that an insufficient milk supply 
is no reason for weaning her child. 


Remember, that at its best, artificial feed- 
ing is inferior to mother’s milk, unless the 
mother be in afi extreme state of ill health. 


may be, serves as the stabilizing agent 
which keeps baby in relatively fair health. 
One does not necessarily need to be opposed 
to auxiliary infant feeding but it should nev- 
er completely substitute for natural milk 
No matter how meager the mother’s milk 
supply may be her tiny infant is entitled 
to every drop of it. 

There are many mothers who never | 
nurse their children because their milk sup- 
ply was late in coming. You are all aware 
that baby chicks can go up to 72 hours with- 


go nicely for 48 hours or thereabouts. The 
flow of the milk secretion is often propor- 
tionately delayed, but due to the alarmist 
fears of nurse, or doctor, or neighbor, 
mothers proceed @ once to artificial feed- 
ing without making the slightest attempt 
toward inducing the milk glands to flow. 


Often the breasts require assistance to 
help milk formation. A gentle mhassage and 
warm application wiil frequently bring a 
laggard gland to action. 


I have seen many mothers, who, at the 
commencement of their nursing experience, 
found their milk supply inadequate, and 
then, by careful attention to diet and other 
hygienic measures, produced _ sufficient 
milk so that auxiliary feeding became un- 
necessary. 

In some few cases mothers who have 
completely lost their glandular function 
have had it restored to them. In one par- 
ticular case the mother’s glands dried up 
for three weeks, and then, with proper at- 
tention, she was able to restore full nurs 
ing function. 

Now for the problem of artificial feeding. 
It is a big question and will take a number 
of issue before it can be discussed ade- 
quately. 
Cow's milk is almost universally used. 
It forms the base of most patented infant 
foods. It is prepared In a multitude of 
forms—certified raw, guaranteed raw, pas- 
teurized, condensed sweetened, condensed 
unsweetened, powdered, skimmed, fermetit- 
ed, and in the form of creams. From this 
maze of milk preparations the average 
mother must make her choice. 

Generally it is according to a regulation 
formula based on chemical analyses of 
cow's milk as contrasted with human milk.

CHAFFEY CONTEST | 


ONTARIO.—With several hens already 
over the 200-egg mark and with every pros- 
pect of a large number exceeding that fig- 
ure before the contest ends September 20, 
plans are now under way for continuing the 
work of the Chaffey trapnesting station 
next year, according to announcement of 
Dean Charies J. Booth, of the Chaffey Jun- 
for College of Agriculture, under whose di- 
rection the station here is being conducted. 
It is the plan of local poultrymen to keep 
their high producing hens at the station for 
the second year in mating pens. Male 
birds have been secured for the White Leg- 
horn pens from Mrs. J. W. Thornewill of 
Santa Cruz, whose hens have won high hon- 
ors in the California Farm Bureau egg- 
laying contest at Santa Cruz, and whose 
stock is highly regarded. For the Rhode 
Island Red pens, male birds will be se- 
cured from Fred Heying of Anaheim, a 
well-known breeder of “Reds.”

- * DISCUSS POWER SHORTAGE 

SAN BERNARDINO.—Pians to curtail 
electrical consumption during the present 
shortage were made at a recent meeting 
of representatives of the Farm Bureau, the 
power companies and the county and city 
at the Farm Bureau offices. Supervising 
committees for each of the centers affected, 
it was decided, will be appointed to direct 
rationing of the power. How seriously the 
farmers will suffer from the curtailment is 
not yet known, though all representatives 
at the meeting were agreed that electri- 
cal power for irrigation purposes should be 
refuced as little as possible. “Though the 
faYmers will co-operate to the fullest extent 
in economizing on power, it is essential 
that the present crops be allowed to ma- 
ture,” said R. B. Peters, director of the 
State Farm Bureau Federation. A major- 
ity of the crops and citrus groves are ab- 
solutely dependent on electrical power for 
irrigation.” 


PEACHES SHOW PROMISE 

YUCAIPA.—Peaches are coming along 
in fine shape and it will not be long until 
the handling of the crop in this section 
will be under way. The early peach crop 
here is excellent, the Red Bird cling and 
the other early varieties having done well 
as usual.

producer, while the consumer, who  ulti- 
mately pays the freight, will be relieved of 
some of his present burden. We will al- 
ways have the so-called middleman, who, 
by the way, performs a very definite and 
necessary service and who comprises a 
very solid, respected block of our citizenry. 
Co-operative buying goes. hand in hand 
with the selling, the same agency serving 
for both, only requiring slight changes in 
personnel and incorporation. 

THE BASIC INDUSTRY 
Agriculture as a whole is as firm and sta- 
ble as any other of the basic industries. It 
furnishes employment and a living, not to 
say profit, to more people than all other 
human activities combined; has more capi- 
tal invested In lands, equipment, improve 
ments, live stock, and capital reserves than 
all other combined human endeavors; has 
had fewer failures, in proportion to number 
of people engaged and amount of capital 
represented, than any other form of effort. 

All wealth is basically agricultural. We 
who are engaged in it know that there have 
been relatively few actual agricultural fail- 
ures. True enough, the misfits and the in- 
ept do not do any better on farms than do 
the same or similar classes or types in the 
industrial centers and for the same reason. 

The doctrine of survival of the fittest 
governs the individual from the cradle to 
the grave, whether he be farmer, doctor or 
docker. 

In city activities, professional circles or 
industrial progress the failures and misfts 
are not pointed to as typical of people and 
methods peculiar thereto. Therefore, why 
should the square peg in the round hole of 
agricultural pursuits be selected as indi- 
cative of the inexpertness and lack of 
efficiency of the world’s greatest and richest 
institution? 

CHANGE INEVITABLE 

While progress has held sway in agricul- 
ture, our leaders (7) of agricultural and 
economic thought have remained station- 
ary in the century-aged shadow created 
by the cap sheaf and bull hide, as repre- 
sented by bread and beef. The live-stock 
man, represented by the beef producer, has 
not seen a fraction of his woes, unless he 
looks more to the practical facts of pres- 
ent-day agricultural progress and develop: | 
ment and pays less heed to historical and | 
sentimental yesterdays. The _ traditional 
land and cattle baron of last century has 
gone forever. 


The writer, in a report to the Secretaries 
of the Interior and Agriculture, relating 
to the beef industry, rendered some twelve 
years ago, made the following statements: 
“The passing of the range is an accom, 
plished fact and the breaking up of the vast 
holdings of land and live stock is going 
rapidly forward. The future production of 
live sotck will be on a farm basis, where- 
in the meat-producing animals will be con- 
tributed to the distributing organizations in 
small lots and by individual animals.” 


Again: ‘The large acreages of one-crop 
lands are decreasing so rapidly in producing 
powers that it is becoming necessary to 
break them up into lots of proper size, that 
fertilization and individual care may restore 
them to former productivity.” 

Modern, intelligent and efficient effort 
prevails in most lines of animal husbandry, 
but meat producers still refuse to face the 
fact that the hazards of their calling are 
increasing yearly. 


The margin between the selling price of a 
steer and what it cost to produce him 
disappeared about 1915. War prices helped 
for a time, but at the present time the liq- 
uidation of any considerable holding of 
land and live stock would be 85 per cent 
impossible. Some twenty years ago there 
was a margin of profit on steers raised on 
cheap range or fed cheap hay. Finally, the 
profit receded to a point where is was rep- 
resented by the hide and still later on, the 
value of the manure produced was all that 
remained to the producer at the end of his 
feeding operations. 


True, many beef producers have made 
and are still making money, but that is not 
true of the industry as a whole. 


The single-crop grain farmer finds him- 
self closely pursued by the stockman for the 
distinction of being the world’s greatest 
waster of natural and man-made resources 
—represented by soil fertility, herd and 
range management and antiquated market- 
ing methods. 


The range country, in a virgin state, pro- 
duced great quantities of rich, nutritious 
feeds in almost Wnbelievable variety. Rich, 
energy-building and fat-forming plants, of 
which our generation has never heard, grew 
in great profusion. Over-grazing, over- 
stocking, premature pasturing and kindred 
evil practices reduced the more palatable 
and nutritious plants from year to year. 
The more hardy foxtails, broncho grasses, 
rye grass, wild oats and obnoxious weeds

Herd management with a view to rejuve 
nation of ranges from natural seeding was 
not attempted. Here we have a paraliel, 
showing the decline of two major branches 
of agriculture, each being brought about 
by the same shortsighted, shiftless policy of 
getting the most for the time being, leav- 
ing the task of righting the wrong to the 
succeeding generations. 


| BOUND TO “COME BACK” 


No manufacturing activity-—and we must 
consider our farms as factories of the first 
class—has ever returned a fraction of the 
value in output that agriculture has yielded. 
When you consider that with little or no 
intake of raw materials, the solls have gone 
forward for thousands of. years with the 
production of foodstuffs and the support 
of human units destined for the purpose of 
supplying the needs of concentrated in- 
dustry, at the same time increasing in value, 
it is a constant source of wonder that so 
much can be said along the lines of agri- 
cultural disaster. 

We would ask the pessimistic carper to 
point out a parallel achievement in ali 
world history, and to go still further, by 
what reasoning process he arrives at the 
conclusion that the past few years of de- 
pression has anything to do with future 
well-being of farming and farmers. 

The period of economic change in the agri- 
cultural function of human progress is at 
hand. Cost of production has reached a 
level where poorer or non-agricultural lands 
must be abandoned until such time as 
nature has restored them to productivity, or 
the discovery and introduction of new crops 
adapted to such environment makes their 
operation again profitable. 

The failure of the unfit and inept is a 
foregone conclusion and ig not a loss. The 
maimed, slothful and unfit, discarded from 
general industry, turn to farming .in an ef- 
fort toward rehabilitation, with the result 
that logically follows. Farming was not 
the cause of their failure, but rather lack 
of farming. 

Remove the above classes, those which 


| never had a chance—farms as well as men, 


and we would have few failures.

AVID LOWE, successful San Fernando 
D Vater poultryman, was born in Scot- 
land, has traveled extensively, and has 
‘lived in several States of the United States. 
‘He says that California is better adapted to 
the poultry industry than any other 
he has ever seen. 

The soil of San Fernando Valley, he says, 
is ideal for raising green feed and shade 
trees so valuable in poultry raising. On 
his ranch he has planted English walnuts, 
and has sown all available land to alfalfa 
for summer use, while barley provides 
green feed in winter. 


Since he is so near to the city of Los 
Angeles, eggs may be marketed, he has 
found, at a cost of % cent per dozen, 
and Los Angeles, Mr. Lowe declares, is the 
“best average market” in the United States. 
While the price of eggs may be higher in 
New York City when eggs are scarce, the 
Leos Angeles market is better during the 
months when eggs are plentiful, due to the 
fact that there are fewer farm-yard flocks 
in the West, the market never becoming 
glutted. Without a doubt, Mr. Lowe’s suc- 
cess is due to five primary reasons. Realiz- 
ing that the poultry industry is a business, 
the same as merchandising, manufacturing 
or any other business, he has studied it 
until he knows it thoroughly; he is atten- 
tive to it, is systematic about it, and above 
all, he loves it. The fifth reason is that he 
is not afraid of hard work.

In 1922, his flock was increased to 2000 
hens, another unit having been built in the 
meantime to take care of them. This in- 
crease was from baby chicks, the cockerels 
being sold when from 8 to 12 weeks old, the 
time of disposing of them depending en- 
tirely on market onditions. His ig strictly 
a commercial egg ranch, in short, a hen 


NO “FANCY” PRICES 

The day-old chicks are purchased from 
high producing stock, but Mr. Lowe does 
not cater to extra fancy stock, paying fancy 
prices for chicks because they were 
hatched from eggs of high producing hens. 
He says thig “doesn’t pay.” He prefers 
rather to buy from reliable hatcheries, to 
take good care of his stock during the grow- 
ing season, to feed them properly, and 
then to “take a chance” on them for lay- 
ing the eggs. He says that the kind of birds 
he keeps will pay a better return on money 
invested than the extra fancy stock. 


If he were buying breeding stock, he 
says, that would then be a different matter. 
His business is to supply at least a part 
of the world with one of the most popular 
foods, and he prefers to leave the prob- 
lems of breeding for egg production to the 
breeders. He is very particular, however, 
to have his stock bred for vitality. If a 
hen is forced by artificial lighting and feed- 
ing for egg production, he declares, the 
chicks that are hatched from her eggs 
will not be strong. 

Green food is used in the greatest abund- 
ance. A one-horse power electric motor 
giinds enough alfalfa each morning to sup- 
ply the hens and growing stock with all 
they can eat. The alfalfa is cut when about 
2 weeks old, and is never allowed to be 
come old and fibrous. During the winter 
mnths, as noted, green barley \akes the 
piece of the alfalfa. This succulent food in- 
creases the egg yield, keeps the flock 
healthy and cuts down the feed bill, he de- 


clares. 
DRUGS ARE BARRED 


Mr. Lowe doesn’t believe in drugs for 
chickens. Chickenpox broke out in his 
flock recently, but believing it to be nature's 
method of throwing off a toxic condition of 
the system that the blood had not thrown 
off, he let the fowls alone and did not even 
segregate the sick ones. After the disease 
had run its course, he found that, while he 
haé lost a number of his hens, the remaining 
ones were in a better physical condition 
than before, and that the egg production 
wan above normal. 

If a bird is suffering from an incurable 
disease of some vital organ or the intesti- 
Mal tract, she is killed and burned. To 
bacco dust is the only remedy used on this 
ranch. This is put in the dry mash in the 
proportion of 2 per cent for three weeks. 
Then it is discontinued for one week, and 
used again for three more weeks. This last 
treatment kills all parasites that 
mey have hatched im the meantime, Mr. 
Lowe says. 

The droppings boards are cleaned once 
every four days, and cmuaiell with a good 
disinfectant once every two weeks. The 
straw litter is cleaned out each month and 
sold to citrus growers for fertilizer. They 
pay $6 a ton for it and haul it away. From 
June 1, 1923, to June 1, 1924, the fertilizer 
alone from this ranch sold for $534.70, and 
there is an . owing of it on hand at the 
— time, o to quarantine restric- 


Im 1923, two additional houses, each 
16x180 feet were built, which gives the 
ranch a total capacity of about 5500 hens, 
and brooding facilities that will take care 
of about 6000 baby chicks. This equipment 
consists of two brooder houses with a ca- 
pacity of 3000 each. 

Last year the flock was increased to an 
average of about 3500, and enough pullets 
are being raised to increase it to 5500, the 
total capacity. The k will then be in- 
creased as rapidly as funds for stock and 
equipment are available, the owner says.

The total gross income from the ranch 
from June 1, 1923, to June 1, 1924, was 
$19,080.18, or $5.45 per hen.

The sale of eggs alone, 60,424 dozen, 
during the year amounted to $16,867.51, the 
average yearly egg yield per hen being 
172 eggs. The highest egg yield was in 
February, 70 per cent, and the lowest in 
October, averaging 19 per cent for the en- 
tire flock. 

The cost of all feed, not including green 
feed, amounts to $1.13 per hen for the year. 
The cost of the production of the green feed 
is included in the running expenses. The 
difference between the value of eggs sold 
and all feed purchased ig $3.08 per hen. The

The mortality among the baby chicks this 
year was exceedingly low, being about 5 
per cent. Last year it was high, reaching 
about 50 per cent. 

To go into the poultry business, Mr. Lowe 
says, one should set aside $7.50 per hen, 
either in actual cash or credit to that 
amount. He should not start with less than 
1000 héns, and should know the business. 

Of course, there are successful poultry- 
men who.bave built up their business from 
a smaller amount of stock, but if one man 
devotes his entire time to the businegs, it 
will take at least that many birds to pro

Figation district intake. This weir serves 
as a dam to raise the surface of the river 
so the water will flow into the intake canal.

Yuma Indian Reser- 
vation, on the allegation that raising the 
water level causes Indian lands bordering on 
the river to be damaged by seepage. A 
representative of the meley has planted 
out to the commissioner of Indian affairs at 
Washington that the Indian lands lie three 
or four miles above the intake and that at 
that distance the water in the river is not 
affected by the weir. 

In studying the situation, Chief Engineer 
J. W. Carberry of the irrigation district 
made the following statement: “During 
the years when the weir was constructed it 
was always after the peak of the flood had 
passed, so that the construction of the weir 
had no effect upon the elevation of the 
water surface at Yuma during the high-

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REPORT SUMMARIZES 
CROP CONDITIONS 


The report released by the California 
Cooperativa Crop Reporting Service on 
June 16, summarised conditions of the first 
two weeks of June: “Cool weather pre 
vailed generally throughout the State, 
which was favorable to all crops. High 
winds were recorded in some localities, the 
first two or. three days of the month, but no 
serious injury was reported. There were 
no important rains in the State during the 
period, but in the northern counties local 
showers were recorded from which little 
benefit was expected. 

“The condition of pastures continued to 
decline. In the interior valleys stubble 
avail- 
men are snapping 
them up wherever possible. The 
condition of live stock remains fair 
to good throughout the State. Wherever 
possible, the cattle man is marketing 
his stock, anticipating a shortage of feed 
in the near future. A few cars of dressed 
lambs moved .to eastern markets the first 
week in the month and total shipments to 
date approximate 185,000 head. Continual 
improvement was noted in the control of 
the foot-and-mouth disease. No new areas 
have been infected for some time and out- 
breaks in the infected areas are becoming 
less frequent. Neighboring States are grad- 
ually loosening up on their quarantine reg- 
ulations and there is less restriction to the 
movement of fruits and vegetables. The 
grain harvest is becoming mcre or less gen- 
eral throughout the State aru reports would 
indicate that yields of both wheat and bar- 
ley are slightly better than expected. 

“The cool weather the past two weeks 
has been very favorable to fruit crops. Up 
to date, there has been little “drop” and 
that only reported from sections where the 
orchards are not irrigated. Cherries are 
still moving to eastern markets in carlots, 
with the promise of larger shipments than 
in 1923. Apricot shipments are about the 
same as last year, while plum shipments to 
June 8 totaled but 212 cars as against 481 
cars to same date in 1925. The grape out- 
look is not as favorable as on June I. This 
is especially true of raisin grapes. Old 
Vineyards in the best raisin districts show 
a rather poor setting of fruit. This condi- 
tion is generally attributed to the weakened 
condition of the vines resulting from two 


drought, 


the condition of table grapes is noted from 
some localities, while good egg continue

“Water for gravity irrigation, except 
in a few small districts, is decreasing rap- 
idly. Well irrigation continues with a plen- 
tiful supply of water, although it has to be 
drawn from lower levels. All sections of 
the State aré alert to the conservation of 
water for power and irrigation.” 


SURVEY SHOWS DROP 
IN LIMA ACREAGE 


OXNARD.—The California Lima Bean 
Growers’ Association recently completed a 
survey of the lima bean-growing districts. 
It finds that there are 23,356 acres of irri- 
gated and 26,652 acres of nonirrigated reg- 
ular lima beans in Southern California. 
This makes a total of 50,008 acres this 
season against 82.000 last year. There are 
15,481 acres of baby limas this season 
against 15,000 acres last yéar. These are 
under irrigation. The association, which 
now has less than a dozen cars of either 
regular limas or baby limas, is quoting 
$11.60 a hundred for the former and $10.50 
for the latter. 

The acreage is distributed as follows: 

King City, regular limas, 325 acres, baby 
limas, 625 acres; Santa Barbara county, 
limas, 4463 acres, baby limas 625 acres; 
Ventura county, limas, 26,345 acres, baby 
limas, 937 acres: Los Angeles county, 
limas, 500 acres, baby limas, 11,974 acres; 
Orange county, limas, 16,975 acres; 
San Diego county, limas, 2300 acres. The 
acreage of baby limas planted around Tur 
lock and Modesto is about the same as last 
year, reports show.

FUMIGATION RESULTS 
NOW BEING SURVEYED 


SAN BERNARDINO.—tEarly' estimates 
place the 1925 navel crop in this county at 
between 70 and 80 per cent of a full crop, 
or somewhat above the average for the last 
decade, according to the report of J. P. Coy, 
San Bernardino Horticultural Commission- 
er. The estimates on grapefruit apd lemons 


{indicate a very successful year, with a crop 


of nearly 80 per cent for each fruit. 


Survey of fumigation work to be done [5 
continuing in all citrug districts. In Red- 
lands and Highland sections, the indications 
are that less fumigation will be necessary 
than has been the rule for several years 
past. The extensive pest control work of 
the past three years is bearing fruit in a 
much cleaner average condition of citrus 
groves, the commissioner says. 


In West End districts, the treatment is 
not held to be as thorough and but little im- 
provement is to be noticed over. the section 
as a whole. The survey of groves in need 
of pest treatment has not been finished in 
these districts, however, and the more com- 
plete figures may change the forecast. . In 
the intermediate district of Fontana, Bloom- 
ington, and Rialto, the situation is similar 
to that of the Kast End in certain sections. 
Fumigation work in the more advanced dis- 
tricts will probably start about July 15, but 
test work may be done in some groves as 
early as July 1, according to present plans 
of the commissioner. 


COMBINATION BALER 
CUTS LABOR COSTS 


CALIPATRIA.—A local inventor, H. M. 
Theobald, has just received his patent pa- 
pers for an improved hay baler which, he 
says, will cut labor and expense to a mini- 
mum, 
that picks the hay up out of the windrow 
and-is operated by an engineer and two 
men to tie the bales. Mr. Theobald is work- 
ing on a thing device and when it is per- 
fected he believes the baler can be run by 
one man. This machine, he declares will 
bale between 40 and 560 tons a day. 


In March, Mr. Theobald rigged up a novel 
outfit joining tractor and a hay baler to 
gether in such a manner as to form a 
power tractor baler which ran on four 
wheels and steered and operated from the 
seat on the rear of the tractor. To accom- 
plish this, he blocked up the baler and re- 
moved all four wheels; then blocked up 


ithe front end of the tractor and removed 


the front wheels and placed them under the 
center of the baler. He joined the front 
end of the tractor to the front end of the 
baler. This baler is operated by five men 
and they can bale about 25 tons per day, 
it is said. 

The hay-baling season igs more than half 
over and thousands of tons of barley and al- 
falfa hay have been handled so far. About 
half of this has been piled up on the ranches 
to await higher prices, as the demand for 
hay so far has been light and the price low. 
The quality of Imperial hay is improving, 
due to the fact that the farmers are learn- 
ing to put their hay up in a better condi- 
tion so the leaves will all stay on the stalk. 
The yield is good this year and the aver- 
age is from one to two tons per acre, re 
ports indicate. Une field of barley hay baled 
out almost four tons to the acre. This was 
on the O'Neil ranch just west of town.

It was then he and his wife 
began to plan some way by which to realize 
an income from their small home acreage. 
In April, 1922, they set out Banner and 
Everlasting strawberry plants, sorts which 
are popular in the East, and which they ob- 
tained in Southern California. The plant 
were set between walnut trees, which were 
fifty feet apart. In all, they planted twenty- 
six rows. The first year the blooms were 
kept off, and the second year he vines 
bore a small crop. This season, the third 
year after planting, the crop has proved 
that good judgment i used in the man- 
agement and care of the plants. 


The varieties selected have proved to 
be adopted to the locality and soil condi- 
tions. They have shown exceptional 
growth, are vigorous, hardy, and yield ber- 
ries of good size and flavor. Buyers de- 
clare that they are the best they have eaten 
and local customers pay 20 cents a box 
for the select berries. The customary 
price at this time (June 1) is 15 cents a 
box. Small berries sell for 5 cents a box 
and are in great demand for ja 
jellies. The Reinerts find that the trouble 
is in not having enough berries to supply 
the demand. 

The berries are irrigated once each week. 
Cultivation by means of the horse and plow 
follow as soon as the soil is dry enough. 
which is usually within three to four days 
after ririgation. Constant cultivation pre 
vents the soil from drying out and keeps the 
berries thriving The Reinerts have set 
out a new patch which will take the place 
of the ones now in bearing when they “run 
out,” as they have the habit of doing after 
three years. The new plants were set out 
in last December and January. The blooms 
are being picked off, but they will be al- 
lowed to come into bearing this fall. 

Samuel Reichard, 80 years old, the father 
of Mrs. Reinert, is an able and expert- 
enced assistant in handling the be ry plant- 
ing. He says that he still enjoys working, 
especially in the “berry patch.”

HEX a man nad¥bes a subtropical gar- 

den along for nearly ten years and 

then has some of the work of his 
hands well nigh ruined by oil spray from 
neighboring derricks, it is disconcerting, to 
say the least. However, the law of com- 
pensation operates in rather a thrilling way 
in the case of C. F. Booth, horticulturist 
and oj) operator of long Beach, who has a 
considerable interest in the four 2500-bar- 
rel wells which happen to be doing the 
spraying. Mr. Booth, while sighing over 
his bedabbied avocadoes and cherimoyas, 
also can sontent himself with an income 
such as does not Come to the grower whose 
production is of fruit alote.

When his cherimoyas bore fruit, he found 
that he hdd planted russets, and he imme 
diately secured some of the green varieties 
from Hollywood. He does not like the 
sets as well as the green kind, but the 
writer tasted some of the former, and can 
testify as to their delicious flavor. He had 
eight russet cherimoyas, each 8 years old. 
His experience with the cherimoyas in his 
location has so far been satisfactory. The 
trees, he says, take well to training. and 
each tree is certainly admirably shaped. — 

He has either failed to plant a good com- 
mercial variety of jujube, or that fruit does 
not do well near the coast. Mr. Booth be 
lieves that this fruit is a lover of the desert 
and dry climate. The tree is somewhat 
stunted, and the follage is not as luxuriant 
as that of those growing farther inland. 

His Queensland nut trees, two of them, 
eight years old, are affected by the mealy 
bug, with which Mr. Booth has had a strug- 
gie during the last few years.
